committed suicide but these so far 
lack confirmation. His prosecution,

Professor McCaffery and 


Fred L. Holmes Speak 


On Ireland 
, 


Both the .question' of Home-Rule 


for Ireland, and the function of .the 
new .Irish Republic were discussed 
last night at the Chemistry audito- 
rium at a meeting under the aus- 
pices of. the Mercier club. Prof. R. 
S. McCaffery presented the argu- 
ments of the Catholic Irish in favor 
of .making Ireland a republic, and 
Fred L. Homes, gave the viewpoints 
cf the Protestant Irish, in favor of 
adopting Home-Rule. 


"Ireland 
once', had home rule," 


said Mr. Holmes, "and "lost it-only 
because 
of 
an. infamous .• political 


jnanuever. In the words of historian 
Jnstin McCarthy's 'to remove'home- 
rule'it was necessary at that time to 
pet a majority vote against it, ami 
this majority was gotten by a de- 
liberate system of bribery. In Jan- 
uar, 1801, the 
Act of Union was 


pessed by a majority of 60, who no 
doubt were well rewarded.' This is 
but one ' instance of the hypocrisy 
of the government of Great Britain 
in betraying the Irish people." 


"The struggle has been going on 


ever since, based chiefly on the the- 
ory that justice for Ireland might 
be gotten by -constitutional means. 
When Gladstone tried to carry thro 
the home-rule bill of Parncll, it was 
vetoed by the House of- Lords, and 
this house has- consistently refused 
to pass it, no matter how often the 
House of Commons passed it." 


"The 
Ulster uprising, altho no 


doubt aided by Germar.y, in hopes 
of perplexing England, wss rea'lly a 
huge political bluff, backed by suc'i 
men as Carson, Balfour, and Ceciie. 
who threatened the use of armed 
resistance, and said they would pre- 
fer 'German rule to British rulo. 
Feeling was running high at this- 
time in 1914, but then the war. broke 
out, and again 
the 
matter 
was 


dropped." 


"Revolts in favor of home-rule 


soon began, foJlowed by the Sin.i 
Fein 
movement, and 
these Sin'a 


Feiners got control of most of the 
Irish seats in Parliament. To avoid 
the outcome, ths British 
govern- 


ment promised to secure an "Agree- 
ment" through arbitration. 
Hero 


sgain the subject was dropped, an-1 
now -matters 
arc more 
unsettled 


than ever. 


The British 
government system 


for Ireland, has broken down, Brit- 
ish soldiers rule now, and. to save 
Ireland, this tyranny must be end- 
ed. The solution lies in home-rule. 
Ulster has not the largest popula- 
tion of Ireland, as sometimes stated 
and neither is it all Protestant, but 
under the home-rule bill, religious 
freedom is granted to all, and this 
question should not interfere in the 
governmental matters." 


Prof. 
McCaffery alluded to the 


place the Irish have held in history 
since .the time of St.-Patrick, telling 
how, after his' conversion of the na- 
tives • by religion and learning, the 
culture of Ireland exerted a strong 
miyuence' orTEuropean nations. 


"After the British ones took hold 


in Irishf affairs," >.e said, '''they havj 
left a record of perfidy and -treach- 
ery, extending 
even 
through the 


reign of Queen Victoria. They have 
never 
really 
conquered the Irish, 


however, for even tho they starv- 
ed the people, ruined industry, and 
checked education, religion and-^the 
national purpose, of liberty, have 
bcsn kept alive." 


"The, torch of freedom has teen 


kept aloft by martyrs in every gen- 
eration, and 
the 
majority of the 


Irish are not satisfied with mere 
home-rule. The Irish went into the 
war, not because they were anxious 
to have Er.gland 
win, but because 


they sa\v that another of the 'small 
nations' was oppressed. 
The spirit 


of independence asserted itself when 
after the rise of "the Sinn Feiners, 
79 percent of the people voted for 
the men on a republican platform, 
and finally created the Irish repub- 
lic." 


This republican government of 


Irehmd is now functioning and will 
continue to do so. It was the result 
of revolution, but r.ot red. British 
law now runs only one 32nd of an 
inch before the bayonet, but. this 
cannot continue, for even as the wnr 
was foaght to determine the rigbtl 
of small nations,'the rights of Ire- 
land 'must, be settled once for ail. 
The logical form of government for 
Ireland, then, is the republic, for 
while Ulster should be given the 
right of self-determination, her de- 
sire shall nt>t interfere Trith>, tha 
wants of the other 80 percent of the 
Irish nation."
